a Senator Bacon’s Bill. 

Senator Bacon today again introduced his 
bill prohibiting the secretary of the treasu- 
ry from issuing bonds without the special 
authorization of congress for each issue. 

It is the same bill he introduced several 
months ago. The bill was referred to the 
finance committee, where it has lain un- 
acted upon. The senator introduced it 
again with the avowed purpose of calling it 
up in the senate for action without refer- 
ence to a committee. At the first opportuni- 
ty he will move its consideration. That 
will be a test vote. If it can be taken up it 
can pass. Senator Bacon intends to push it. 

Members of the house will hereafter have 
clerks all the months of the year. They 
vill have clerks at home, as well as when 
in Washington, such clerks to be paid by 
the government. 

The house so voted today after an inter- 
esting debate. Most democrats, as usual, 
voted against the bill, vet every democrat 
hoped it would pass and every one will 
draw the salary and employ a clerk. In- 
deed a clerk is as necessary to a represen- 
tative to properly attend to his business as 
to a senator. It is right that they should 
have them. Yet over a hundred members 
voted today against providing each member 
with a clerk at an annual salary. The ma- 
jority of them voted ‘‘no” because of the 
fear of censure from their constituents. 
Yet every one will draw the salary for 
clerk hire. The bad feature of the bill is 
that members draw the money themselves, 
certifving that they have agreed to pay out 
the same for clerk hire. It has been intimat- 
ed that some congressmen do not pay the 
same for legitimate clerk hire, but give it 
to their wives. However that may ‘be, 
every congressman who attends to his 
business properly needs a clerk and it is 
right and proper that the government 
should provide him with one. 

The Day in the Senate. 

The senate spent all day. in debating the 
Santa Monica, Cal., harbor scheme in the 
siver and harbor bill. The senate commit- 
tee wants to spend three million dollars 
in improving Santa Monica harbor. The 
California senators want this money spent 
On San Pedro harbor a few miles further 
south. Both are near to Los Angeles. The 
government engineers reported in favor of 
San Pedro, private engineers ‘reported in 
favor of Santa Monica. The latter port 
has large docks built by the Southern Pa- 
cific railroad. The land about the harbor 
is largely owned by Senator Jones, of Ne- 
vada. The indications are that the senate 
will vote in favor of Santa Monica by a 
small majority. > 

It is said today that the pre sident in- 
tends to veto the river and harbor bill. If 
he does it will probably pass both houses 
over his veto. The senate wilj not under 
any circumstances provide for adjournment 
until the president acte upon the bill.

VIRGINIA ALL RIGHT. 


Free Coinage Winning the Day in the 
Old Dominion. 


Richmond, Va, May 8.—(Special.)—The 
cemucratic state conve: tion, which assem- 
bles at Staunton on June 4th, will, it is be- 
lieved, be composed of mbre than 75 per 
cent of free coinage men. 

Under the championship of Senator John 
W. Daniel, the white meta] advocates have 
made wonderful accessions in Virginia 
during the past few oincnths. There are 
some counties in this state, it is claimed, 
jin which the ‘sound money’ people have 
little or no following, except in the luwns 
and among the professional men at the 
courthouses. The leaders of that side con- 
cede that their opponents wil} control the 
convention or select most. if not nearly 
all, of the tw.rty-four delegates to ‘Chi- 
caso. 

An interesting question which now 
sents itself and one which 
cause a hitter ‘fight, is the 
Benator Daniel that his friends, if they 
control the convent ion, shall adopt the 
unit rule in selecting lelegates to the na- 
tional convention. The unit rule has not

The former says that in 
his opinion the time has come for the set- 
tlement of this great firancial issue in the 
nation.

This is what it is quite certain the free 
coinage men of this state will do in the 
platform which they will adopt at Staun- 
ton. Senator Daniel defends the adoption 
of the unit rule upon the ground that the 
majority should rule and their declarations 
be allowed to express the sentimerts of the 
party. The senator will be pretty - sure to 
draw up the platform of the democrtic con- 
vention. 


Threats of the Gold Men. 

The condition of affairs is more com- 
plicated than has been known in 
any campaign for years. The growing 
strength of the silver advocates is looked 
upon with alarm by some of the most prom- 
inent Claveland men in the state. Some 
of them, and ‘the number includes some 
of the most prominent men in this com- 
munity, do not hesitate to declare if the 
Chicago convention shall rominate a free 
coinage man they will- bolt the party 
and vote for the republican candidate or 
refrain from exercising their right .of suf- 
frage. 

By taking this course in declaring their 
purpese not to support a free coinage can- 
didate for president, some of the mrost pro- 
nounced opponents of the white metal have 
placed them in a position in which they 
cannot even participate in the present con- 
test for delegates to the national conven- 
tion. In their position of having expressed 
a purpose to bolt the party nominee 
should he not meet with their approval, 
these gentlemen can neither go as dele- 
gates to state or national convention nor 
participate in any primary for the selec- 
tion of such representatives. One of the 
most prominent and frankest of this class 
candidly confesses that his declarations 
on this subject debar him from partici- 
pation in any of these party contests. 

Nearly all of the leading papers in this 
State are on the the side of so-called 
“sound money” but, with possibly one ex- 
cetiun, not one of these has placed its 
self in a position where it cannot consist- 
ently support a free coinage candidate, 
should one be chosen at the Chicago con- 
vention. The same-is true of all prominent 
democratic leaders. Hon. J. T. Elyson, 
the chairman of the state committee, is 
heartily in favor of ‘‘sound money” issues, 
but he is too loyal not to acquiesce in the 
verdict of the represen.atives of the party 
in the national convention. With possibly 
two exceptions all of the nine democratic 
members of congress from this stute are 
for free coinage 


MUNICIPAL LEAGUE ADJOURNS.

Interesting Papers Were Read—A De- 
lightfnl Banquet Enjoyed. 


Raltimore, May &.—The Nafional Munici- 
pal League completed its programme today 
and adjourned. .The sessions have un- 
questionably been of great value to re- 
formers as showing the extraordinary rise 
of interest in the reform work. 

The papers read before the convention 
have been for the most part severely prac- 
tical, and the delegates appear to be im- 
bued with the belief that excellent results 
are bound to follow: At a banquet given 
by Baltimoreans to the league delegates 
at the Hotel Rennert last night General 
William Aikin, of Norwich, Conn., one of 
the leading civil service reformers of the 
country, made a brief address on the re- 
cent general revision of civil service rules 
by President Cleveland. by which nearly 
30,000 officers at one sweep were brought 
under the protection of the civil service 
law. 

“This action,’ said General Aikin, ‘“‘is 
deserving of the highest commendation. 
No matter what the party be called to 
which the man belongs, and no matter 
what his views be on other questions, I 
would, if it be not inappropriate in a meet- 
ing such as this, move that the president 
of this league be requested to convey by 
letter to the president of the United States 
the grateful and appreciative thanks of 
the National Municipal League for the 
step which he has taken to enlarge the 
area of civil service reform in this 
country.”’ 

There were a score of seconds from all 
parts of the room. Mr. Charles J. Bona- 
parte put the motion, and it was unani- 
mously adopted by a rising ‘‘aye.”’

MILWAUKEE’ S STRIKE. 


The Railway Conipany Refuses To Ar- 
bitrate—The Strikers Orderly. 
Milwaukee, Wis., May &.—The situation 
in the street railway strike here is un- 
changed. No cars were running last night 
after 6 o’clock. A special meeting of ccm- 
mon council was held last night, at whéch 
a committee reported that the railway 
company refused to arbitrate the questions 
at issue. The council instructed the com- 
mittee to continue its labors with the com- 
pany, and then adjourned until this after- 
noon. The strikers are all orderly, and 
no arrests have been mace from their 
ranks. Members of the Jefferson club and 
many unions. have adopted resolutions 
giving expression to their sympathy with 

strikers. 


STAMPING SILVER DOLLARS, 


But Before the Shutdown $2,000,060 
in Gold Will Be Coined. 
Vhiladelphia, May 8.—The orvesses’at the 
United States mint in this city, w vali have 
been stamping silver dollars aud subs‘diary 
coin for two months, will shortly also begin 
turning out double eagles. Gold bars to the 
value of $2,000,000 are now stored in the mint 
and all this will be coined prior to the an- 
nual shutdown, which will take place on 
June 30th, and last for two weeks. The 
coinage of silver dollars and the subsidiary 
coin will, however, not be stopped alto- 
gether, the order to coin them not heaving 

been rescinded. 


THE ATLANTA TO BE IMPROVED 


Secretary Herbert Considering Plans 
by Which the Ship Will Be Bettered. 
Washington, May S8&.—Secretary Herbert 

has under consideration a report from the 

naval board of construction concerning the 
rehabilitation of the cruiser Atlanta. The 
plan of the board provides for new boiiers 

and machinery that will give the vessel a 

speed of 16 Knots and a horse power of 4,900, 

and the substitution of twin screws 

for the present single’ screw. Her 
speed as developed on _ the official 
trial was fifteen Knots, and the horse 
power 3,300. If the plan is carried out the 
traveling range of the Atlanta will be in- 
creased about 2,000 miles, vained through 
additional coal carrying capacity. No 
change in the batteries of the vessei is con- 
templated.

Chicago, May &8.—The democratic national 
convention will be held in Chicago, and at 
the Coliseum, in accordance with the origi-

This was the decision announced by Na- 
tional Chairman Harrity this evening at the 
close of the second session of the special 
meeting of the sub-committee on the con- 
vention of the national democratic com- 
mittee.

The eonference was 
held behind closed doors and at its conclu- 
sion Chairman Harrity stated that all the 
obligations under which the convention had 
been voted to Chicago had been complied 
with. 

The obligation in question provides that 
$30,000 should be placed to the credit of the 
national committee by this date and that 
$10,000 additional should be forthcoming by 
the fourth day of July.

Nashville, Tenn., May §.—(Special.)—Unit- 
ed States District Judge Charles D. Clark 
this afternoon appointed James FE. Allison 
receiver of The American Publishing Com- 
pany, and Mr. H. M. Doak master com- 
missioner to take an account of the debts 
of the concern. This action is the result 
of a bill filed this afternoon by attorneys 
for George Whitelaw, of St. Louis, who is 
a holder of past due coupons. The suit is 
a friendly one and Mr. Allison, the receiver, 
is at present president of the company. It 
is understood that the paper under its 
present management has made more money 
than ever before, but the immense indebted- 
ness of the old Union and American Pub- 
lishing Company assumed by The American 
Publishing Company finally made it nec- 
essary that the paper go into the hands of 
a receiver. 

The American .is seventy years old and 
during the past few years has been a gold 
Standard paper. The Nashville Sun is its 
morning competitor. The Sun is owned 
and edited by ex-Congressman B. A. Enloe 
and is a free coinage paper. It won its 
fight in yesterday's democratic convention 
overwhelmingiy. The American will proba- 
bly continue publication and will be dis- 
posed of as soon as possible. 


MANY YEARS IN THE PEN. 


The Three Boys Who Wrecked a New 
York Central Train Sentenced. 
Rome, N. Y., May 8.—This morning the 
jury in the case of John Watson Hildreth, 
one of the boys who wrecked a New York 
Central express traih, returned a verdict 
of murder in the second degree. In reach- 
ing this conclusion, four ballots were tak- 
en. Judge McLennon sentenced Hildreth 

to Auburn prison for life. 

In passing sentence the judge said he 
thought the jury had dealth very leniently 
by Hildreth: that they might have convict- 
ed him of the highest crime known to the 
law. He said Hildreth’s’ crime was a ter- 
rible one under our civEization—almost as 
bad as poisoning the sireams that’ came 
from the hillsides. Hildreth stood up and 
received his sentence without | flinching, 
but after he sat down by the side of his 
father, his eyes filled with tears and his 
lip trembled perceptibly. 

As soon as Hildreth had been sentenced 
taken back to jail, and in a few 
thereafter Theodore Hibbard and 
Platt, the other indicted train 

were brought into court., 
their counsel, Mr. 
their former pleas of not 
guilty to murder in the first degree, and 
pleaded guilty to manslaughter in the 
first degree, in causing the deaths of En- 
gineer Hager and Robert Bond. Mr. Sayles 
asked for clemency for the boys, 

Judge McLennan then sentenced the 
prisoners to forty years each in the Au- 
burn state prison. The prtsoners were 
very pale, and seemed much downcast, but 
shed no tears.

The Prisoners Taken Off the Captured 
Cruiser Competitor. 


IT IS A COURT MARTIAL 


General Williams Protests Against 
the Trial. 


THE PROSECUTION DEMANDS THEIR DEATH 


The Finding of the Court May Be 
Sent to the Government at Mad- 
rid for Approval. 


Havana, May 8.—At 8 o’clock a court 
martial opened at the arsenal here for the 
trial of the men who were captured by a 
Spanish warship on the alleged filibustering 
schooner, Competitor, belonging in Key 
West. 

The prisoners were Alfredo LaBorde, bern 
in New Orleans; Owen Milton, 9%f IXansas; 
William Kinlea, an Englishman, and Elias 
Bedia and Theodore Maza, both Cubans. 

Captain Ruiz acted as president of the 
court, which consisted of nine other milita- 
ry and naval officers.“ All the accused 
pleaded not guilty. 

Several witnesses admitted that when the 
men were captured they were not armed, 
and offered no resistance. Despite this fact, 
however, the prosecutor, Lieutenant Sau- 
rez, asked the court martial to convict the 
prisoners of filibustering and to impose the 
death sentence upon all of them. 

Counsel for the defense made a long re- 
view of the evidence and demanded the ac- 
quittal of Maza. He argued eloquently 
against the others being sentenced to death 
and declared that the evidence showed that 
mercy should be extended to them. 

The court martial has as yet rendered no 
judgment. It is said that its findings will 
be submitted for approval to the govern- 
ment at Madrid. 

During the course of the 
letter was read from the American consul 
general, Ramon O. Williams, protesting 
against the trial. Mr. Williams abstained 
from attending the court martial. 

More Battles Reported. 

General Linares reports that his com- 
mand has succeeded in ‘islodsing the 
forces of Jose Maceo from the intrenched 
camp, occupied by them in the province of 
Santiago de Cuba. In the fighting that took 
place before the rebels retreated se -cnteen 
of the insurgerits were killed. The troops, 
according to the report, lost only two killed 
and seven wounded.

CHAMBERLAIN’S STATEMENT... 


The Government Will Make an Inquiry 
Into the Scuth African Row. 
London, May 8&.—The house of commons 
was crowded with members and the press 
and strangers’ galleries were filled with 
visitors today, upon the occasion of the 

presentation of the colonial estimates. 

Sir William Harcourt, the leader of the 
opponents, reminded the government that 
an inquiry had been promised with the ob- 
ject of ascertaining whether the British 
South Africa Company was in the hands of 
fit and proper persons to be entrusted with 
the administration of the affairs of the 
company’s territory. 

Harcourt said that the trial of the mem- 
bers of the Johannesburg reform commit- 
tee in Pretoria had disclosed important 
circumstances and the government now 
owed the- country an authoritative state- 
ment. 

Mr. Chamberlain, colonial secretary, said 
that the deplorable result of Jameson's 
raid had been to jeopardize English pre- 
dominance in south Africa and it had also 
delayed the concord of the two races, 
which was England’s main policy. Mr. 
Chamberlain further said that a harmonious 
settlement of the question of the rights of 
the Uitlanders had long been Mr. Rhodes’s 
dearest object. If he could only have 
found a co-worker in President Kruger 
the results would have been beneficent in 
promoting the federation of the south Afri- 
can states, wherein iocal rights would have 
been fully regarded. 

Mr. Chamberlain said that he had not 
threatened President Kruger at all, but had 
claimed the right to make friendly represen- 
tations. President Kruger promised to con- 
sider these representations and the govern- 
ment awaited the fulfillment of his promise. 
In the meantime he had asked Sir Hercules 
Robinson, governor of Cape Colony, to 
come to England, but the request for him 
to come was not intended as a recall. 

But, he continued, as regards the 
actual invasion of the Transvaal, there was 
reason to believe that Mr. Rhodes had ex- 
pressed his disapproval and had endeavored 
to stop the raid. Did the opposition de- 
mand the punishment of Mr. Rhodes? 
Whatever may have been Mr. Rhodes’s er- 
rors, he had also rendered great service, 
which could not be forgotten. Mr. Rhodes 
was not deprived of power for mischief‘, 
and the directors of the chartered com- 
pany had shown their confidence in him by 
deferring their acceptance of his resigna- 
tion. 

Considering the disturbed state of Rho- 
desia and the influence of Mr. Rhodes in 
that territory, he did not blame the. direc- 
tors for their show of confidence. The gov- 
ernment, he said, adhered to their promise 
to make a searching inquiry into the action 
of the chartered company, but he held that 
such an inquiry must not be opened until 
the judicial proceedings connected with the 
Transvaal raid were ended. 

Mr. Henry Labouchere, who is a bitter 
opponent of the British South Africa Com- 
pany, describes the company as a gang of 
shady financiers who were running a gamb- 
ling concern with the Union Jaek flying 
over it. Cecil Rhodes, he said, had ut- 
tered deliberate falsehoods, basely deceiv- 
ing Governor Robinson, and had, when 
prime minister of Cape Colony, disgraced 
and dishonored the high tradition that 
British ministers did not maKe money from 
their positions. Mr. Labouchere concluded 
by declaring that he regretted the decision 
of Mr. Chamberlain, who was fettered by 
the cabinet. The debate was adjourned. 

Rhodes and Beit Must Quit. 
luondon, May &.—It is stated upon official 
authority that certain members of the 
bogrd of directors of the British South 
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Africa Company insist upon the acceptance 
of the resignations of. Cecil Rhodes and 
Alfred Beit from all connection with the 
company, otherwise they themselves will 
resign. The duke of Fife did not attend 
the recent meeting of the board of direc- 


tors. 
South African Troubles. 
London, May 8.—A dispatch to The Globe 
from Buluwayo says serious friction exists 
between the inhabitants of tat town and 
the management of the British SouthAfrica 
Company. Earl Grey, administrator of 
the British South Africa Company, in an 
address to the troops, promised that the 
chartered company would compensate 
them for personal losses which they had 
incurred through recent troubles.

ALL ABOUT TRADE. 


Bradstreet’s Says Dullness Now Is Due 
to the Weather—The Crops. 


New York, May &.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

“Relatively the unfavorable features of 
the general business s‘tuation this week 
include unseasonable cool weather; which 
at some centers has checked trade. In 


Texas further improvement in the cotton 


crop outlook has stimulated jobbers to 
send out travelers to anticipate demand. 
The region of which Chattanooga is the 
commercial center is enjoying the results 
of an extension of the truck gardening in- 
dustry. Savannah’s rosin and turpentine 
receipts and shipments are quite active. 
The outlook for wheat in eastern Oregon 
is brightest and the like is true of Kan- 
sas, Nebraska and Iowa. More important 
staples for which prices are higher are 
cotton, print cloths, indian corn, oats, lard 
and coffee, while quotations for pork, coal 
and fumber remain practically unchanged. 
A sale of wool is reported at Boston at 
‘lowest price on record,’ frem which it 
may be inferred the bottom has been 
reached. Wheat flour, wheat, sugar, pe- 
troleum, bessemer pig and foundry irons 
have likewise been shaded in price. The 
evident though gradual increase in the 
volume of business during the past two or 
three weeks shows itself in an enlarged 
volume of bank clearings. The aggregate 
for the week is $1,135,000,000, or 15 per cent 
more than last week, but only 7-10 of 1 
per cent larger than in the first week of 
May, 1895, although 25 per cent larger than 
in the corresponding week of 1894. As 
compared with the like period in 1893, the 
week’s total clearings show a decrease of 
ll per cent; and as contrasted with 1892, a 
decrease of 7.8 per cent. There are 267 
business failures reported throughout the 
United States this week as compared with 
2>44 last week, 224 in the week one year 
ago, 198 in the first week of May, 1894, 
and as compared with 210 in the corres- 
ponding week of 1893.”’ 
Dun & Co.’s Review. 

R. G. Dun & Co., in their weekly 
of trade tomorrow, will say: 

‘That exports of $5,850,000 gola this week 
have produced no monetary disturbance is 
at once proof of the soundness of the finan- 
cial conditions and of the prevailing con- 
fidence in better things to come. It does 
not matter whether the gold is required 
for Russia or anywhere else: it would 
not go from this rather than“from other 
countries if there were not balances to be 
met. 

‘“‘Much of the hesitation at present is 
due to temporarily reduced demand in some 
industries, and in iron and “steel, the 
power of the new condition is being gen- 
“erally tested by refusal of orders, so that 
production exceeds consumption, but con- 
sumption exceeds new buying. The gen- 
eral irregularity of prices and slackness of 
demand for finished products do not pre- 
vent the marking up of prices by combina- 
tions, but are largely due to doubt whether 
such eprices as are fixed can be main- 
tained. Pig iron is weaker at the east and 
also at Pittsburg, and most finished pro- 
ducts are weaker with remarkably narrow 
denrand.

manufacturers the situation 
is trying. Cotton mills have a fairly ac- 
tive demand, though not equa! to their 
normal output, and for many months have 
been accumulating goods, hoping for better 
things, so that some are now stopping, al- 
though the demand for some graaes with 
higher prices for cottons, has helped to a 
small advance in prices. 

“Print cloths are an eighth higher, but 
some other grades have declined, so that 
the average of all quotations is slightly 
lower. Woolen manufacturers find prices 
of wool sagging both here and abroad, the 
decline at London having reached about 
5 per cent, while the average of quota- 
tions by Coates Bros., Philadelphia, was 
nearly 1 per cent lower, May Ist, and prices 
have been further reduced by concessions 
to clear off stocks. 

“Cotton speculation has lifted the spot 
price to 8.31 cents, and profits have been 
realized from the men who have sold cot- 
ton they did not own; but it is still the fact 
that the outlook for next fall’s crop is un- 
usually favorable, while stocks here and 
abroad exceed all possible denrands until 
September Ist. 

‘‘Failures for the week have been 238 in 
the United States against 227 last year, and 
24 in Canada against 24 last year.” 

A Bank Shuts Up. 

Union City, Ind., May 8&.—The Citizens’ 
bank, of this place, has closed its doors 
because of an inability to collect. 

There had been quiet withdrawals from 
the bank by depositors in the city, and 
the school treasurers withdrew their ac- 
counts, after which the bank had not a 
dollar left. The liabilities are $75,000 and 
assets $135, 000.

Reports of Boards. 

The reports of the several boards were 
then submitted in turn.

1896, of $26,092; receipts for the year were 
$102,056, and expenditures $105,118. The past 
year has been a very hard one for all mis- 
sions. The board has a serious financial 
problem to meet, which means for the pres- 
ent a standing still in the field work. The 
report of the home mission board also 
shows a deficit of about $8,000. Mission 
work in Cuba will not be resumed until 
the close of the rebellion, while many of the 
convention feel that Baptist missions have 
small hopes of success in the island under 
Spanish rule for years to come. Over 
$46,000 has been expended by the home mis- 
sion board in building houses of worship; 
the increase in mission building more than 
offsetting the deficiency in this board's 
funds. 

The fraternal delegates present were ask- 
ed to address the convention, and several 
responded. 

The report of the Sunday school board 
was submitted by Secretary J. M. Frost, 
of Nashville, and showed a flourishing 
condition of that arm of the service with 
money in the treasury. 

Dr. Charles A. Stokely. of Washington 
city, delivered the opening address tonight 
hefore a magnificent audience, taking as 
his theme “The Theology of the Savior.” 
An overflow meeting of .almost equal size 
was held in the lecture room of the church, 
and was addressed by Rev. George B. 
Eager, of Montgomery. 

The next session of the body will, in all 
probability, go to Wilmington, N. C. Lit- 
tle Rock, Ark., is also working for the con- 
vention, but the sentiment is strongly in 
favor of meeting in the east.

The Methodist Conference in Cleve- 
land Has an Interesting Day. 

Cleveland, O., May 8&.—The meeting of the 
general conference of ihe Methodist Epis- 
copal church this morning was exciting. 

Bishop Hurst presided. Rev. Dr. King, 
of New York, presented a resolution .de- 
ploring any state appropriations for sec- 
rian purposes. 

e@ resoluticn recited in strong terms 
fhat all denominations save one had de- 
clined to receive moneys for Indian schools 
and demanded that this ‘‘co-partnership 
~petween a church and the nation be dis- 
solved at onrce.”’ 

Dr. King explaned “that the house of 
representatives had declined to further 
continue the appropriations for certain de- 
nominational Indian schools and that the 
senate had insisted on their continuance. 
The matter was now in the hands of the 
conferees.** 

Dr. King’s resolution almost unanimously 
Passed. 

Morris Sharp, of Ohio, brought up the 
woman question by offering a resolution 
providing that as the woman delegates 
elected to this conference had relinquished 
their seats their expenses’. be paid, 
and that their male reserves, if any, be 
called. 

Rev. Dr. Leonard made a fervid speech 
against the passage of the resolution. 
These women, it has been decided, he said, 
are legal members of this body, and as 
such their expenses must be paid without 
any resolution. I hope the conference will 
vote this resolution down.

The box with the body imbedded in ce- 
ment weighs over a ton and it was too wide 
to be lowered into an ordinary grave, 
hence today Undertaker O'Rourk selected 
sufficient space in tHe single grave -portion 
of the cemetery to receive the unusually 
large coffin, The only vehicle strong enough 
to hold the box was a wagon used in haul- 
ing monuments, and this conveyed the 
body of Holmes from the vault to its last 
resting place. 

When the funeral services were over, 
and Father McPake and the undertaker 
and his assistants had departed, the grave 
diggers, aided by a mason, and under the 
Supervision of Lawyer Rotan, piled a lay- 
er of cement two feet thick upon the box. 
The material was packed in and about 
the sides and ends of the novel sarcopha- 
gus, and when the job was finished, the 
remains of Holmes were pronounced safe 
from grave robbers for all time. His tomb 
Will be a solid wall of rock. 

Mr. Rotan remained to see that the last 
Wishes of his client were carried out. 

Looking for Holmes’s Property. 

Lawyer ‘Thomas A. Fahy, the legal ad- 
viser of Mrs. Pietzel, stated today that he 
would shortly confer with Lawyer Rotan 
and District Attorney Graham with the 
view of locating any cash or property left 
by Holmes that could be attached in order 
to” satisfy the claim of Mrs. Pietzel. The 
latter Wants restitution for the insurance 
money she was swindled out of by the bo- 
Zus promissory note which Holmes pre- 
sented as having been signed by her 
husband. Mr. Fahy further said: 

“IT nave been given to understand that 
Holmes died intestate, although I did be- 
lieve that he would leave a will devising 
the one-third interest in whatever estate 
he had to Mrs. Pietzel. I fear now that he 
did not make any provision for the widow 
of the man he yesterday denied killing, and 
unless he had given instructions to his at- 
torneys as to the matter of restitution, 1 
will have to proceed on different lines. 1 
will attach anything I can find, for no one 
will deny that the first claim upon Holmes's 
property is that of Mrs. Pietzel,”’ 

Mr. Rotan was seen today in relation to 
the mass of papers that Holmes turned 
over to him. 

“T have not yet examined the documents,” 
said he, “but I am certain there is no will 
among them. Holmes atated on the day 
previous to his death that he would not 
prepare a will, but would leave instruc- 
tions in relation to the disposal of his prop- 
erty. He long ago told me how he desired 
his estate distributed, but he afterwards 
changed his mind, and although his instruc- 
tions were intended for the drafting of a 
will, I did not prepare the document for 
signing, owing to the varying moods of the 
man. I will not examine the papers for a 
few days.”’

New York and the Buffalo. 
From The Mail and Express. 

The arrangement made by the park com- 
missioners of this city with Mr. Austin Cor- 
bin for the transfer of a herd of thirty or 
forty buffaloes from the latter’s extensive 
preserve in Vermont to one of the public 
parks north of the Harlem river is a con- 
tract of more than local significance, 
despite the feeling of gratification that it 
will undoubtedly arouse here. The com- 
missioners will probably select Van Cort- 
landt park as best suited to the habits of 
the buffalo, and will inclose about 150 acres 
for the purpose. 

The buffalo is the natural king of the 
American brute creation. The public in- 
dignation aroused from time to time by his 
indiscriminate slaughter has more than once 
made him the subject of congressional de- 
bate and legislative action. Laws have 
been passed for his protection, only to be 
violated. Herds have been rescued from 
the huntsman of the west and placed in 
the Yellowstone National park, only to 
stray beyond its western and northwestern 
limits and be exterminated by poachers 
lingering along the borders in Montana and 
Idaho. Very recently the threatened dis- 
appearance of the last of the buffaloes was 
made the occasion of an appeal to congress 
for an increased appropriation to properly 
police the western preserve. But the crack 
of the rifle still echoes over the plain, and 
the majestic animals still bite the dust be- 
fore the unerring aim of the violators of 
the law. 

To permit the absolute disappearance of 
the buffalo would be a national crime. What 
the government has failed to do Mr. Corbin 
has undertaken with success, and his en- 
terprise is likely to confer a lasting benefit 
upon the country. His herds are increasing 
satisfactorily, as is shown by his offer to 
New York, and it is not improbable that 
the westerner in search of buffalo will soon 
be forced in the near future to come east 
of the Hudson river to find it. It is pos- 
sible that Mr, Corbin’s labor means the 
salvation of the buffalo from extinction in 
the United States. It certainly constitutes 
a wholesome object lesson to the national 
congress.

Dr. Curry’s Campaign. 

Birmingham, Ala., May &.—(Special.)— 
Dr. Jabez L. M. Curry, well known as 
United States: minister to Spain during 
President’s Cleveland's first term, and as 
trustee of the Peabody and Slater funds, 
has begun a campaign in Alabama for 
the promotion of the cause of education. 
His particular mission at this time is to 
assist the teachers in their efforts to 
have the state legislature do something 
to increase the educational fund for the 
public schools. The teachers of Alabama 
have given devoted effort to the cause for 
several years. The Hundley amendment to 
the constitution, which gave each town- 
ship the right to levy special taxes for 
school purposes, was the outcome of this 
effort two years ago. It was submitted 
to the people at the last state election, but 
was lost for the lack of interest. It re- 
ceived more yea than nay votes, but not a 
majority of all votes cast. 

Dr. Curry now proposes to co-operate 
with the teachers in working up a public 
sentiment in favor of such action as the 
Hundley amendment contemplated. He 
delivered several lectures here this week, 
and spoke before the state normal school 
at Florence today on the subject. Ata 
meeting of leading educators here Monday 
night, at which Dr. Curry was present, a 
resolution was adopted to the effect that 
the Birmingham board of education be 
requested to take steps looking to the 
organization of an educational bureau, 
with a view to arousing sentiment along 
the line of Dr. Curry’s work. Literature 
will be published and disseminated, and 
statistics compiled with special reference 
to establishing industrial and trades fea- 
tures in all the state public schools.

Lively Debate in the Diocesan Conven- 
tion of Georgia Now in Session 
at Augusta. 


Augusta, Ga. May 8&.—(Spevial.)--The 
Episcopal convention for the diocese of 
Georgia concluded its labors tonight. The 
day has been devoted to che discussion of 
the reports of committees and :ome of 
them evoked spirited discuss‘ons. 

The report of the ladies’ wuxiliary was 
very gratifying to the convention and was 
received and ordered printed in the pro- 
ceedings by a rising vote. 

The committee of revision made one or 
two recommendations that elicited lively 
discussion and brought out some very plain 
talk from Bishop Nelson. 

The canon that empowers the bishop to 
veto the call of a priest by the vestry cf 
any parish was recommended io be repeal- 
ed. This was emphatically oppered by 
Bishop Nelson. He said itS repeal would 


| be worse’ than unwise, and 17 its purpose 


was to curtail his right of opposing the en- 
try of any priest into this ciocese, it would 
fail. He said he would net permit a priest 
of certain views to become the rector ef 
any parish in Georgia, even if he Lad to 
appeal to the civil law for a reste.iing or- 
der. 

The other recommendation was “hat new 
parishes) hereafter to come in under the 
cathedral system should not have a * ote, 

Bishop Nelson took the floor and said he 
was amazed at both these recommetdations 
and argued strongly against them, «’e said 
such a regulation would simply put an end 
to new parishes. 

After a lively argument those two recom- 
mendations were referred back to the cc in- 
mittee to lie over umtil next vear.

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DISCHARGED THE MANAGER. 


He Couldn’t Make the Business Pay 
Under His Management. 

Waycross, Ga., May &.—(Special.)—D. M. 
Wilson, manager of the Wilson Shoe Manu- 
facturing» Company's plant in this city, 
was dismissed this ‘morning and T. M. 
Grace was made temporary manager. Mr. 
Wilson has been in charge of the factory 
since the removal from Brunswick, two 
months ago, and was the owner and mana- 
ger of the plant while it was at Bruns- 
wick. 

The cause of his dismissal, as learned by 
The Constitution correspondent, of Captain 
C. C. Grace, president of the company, is 
as follows: During the first month after 
the factory began operation in this city 
several breakdowns in the machinery of 
«he plant occurred and the work was egreat- 
ly interfered with,. about ten days being 
lost. Mr. Wilson was employed to superin- 
tend the work and manage the factory. 
The company did not require him to do 


any work that an operative could do, and — 


Mr. Wilson devoted more time to operating 
a machine that -could have been operated 
by a girl at 50 cents a day than he did to 
superintending the work. 

Yesterday the board of directors held a 
meeting and decided to take an inventory 
of the stock. When the inventory had been 
finished and a full investigation of the 
management had been made, the directors 
found that the factory was not paying 
expenses and decided that Manager Wilson 
was inefficient. The directors instructed 
Captain Grace to dismiss Manager Wilson 
and when Mr. Wilson reached the factory 
this morning Captain Grace met him and 


‘told him the action of the board of direc- 


tors. 

Wilson owns an interest in the plant ap- 
proximating $7,500, consisting of machinery 
and fixtures largely, and this he will re- 
quire to be paid over to him in cash by 
the company. He will also demand his sal- 
ary for the ten months to follow, of the 
year for which he was engaged. The writ- 
ten contract between him and the company 
allowed him a salary of $1,200 a year. The 
expenses of the factory will be made less 
under the present management and as the 
company has a ready sale for all the shoes 
that can possibly be made by the plant, the 
industry may be profitably carried on in 
the future.

A NEW TERMINAL STATION. 


It Will Be Ready by Another Winter 
To Accommodate Visitors. 
Waycross, Ga., May 8.—(Special.)—Jack- 


SOnVille, Fla., will have.a new terminal 
Station in time for another winter. The 
engineer of the company has been engaged 
for some time past in preparing the neces- 
Sary blue prints of the plans, which will 
be used by coutractors for examination 
in preparing their estimates for bids on the 
contsruction of the building. The bids 
will be invited at an early date. The 
foundations of the new structure have 
already been laid, sv that there will be no 
trouble trom this score because of the 
health regulations, and Work can proceed 
during the summer without interruption. 
Besides this, the foundations of the vuliid- 
ing represent a very considerable part of 
the work, inamuch as the place where the 
building is to stand Was at one time a 
marsh, and it was necessary to fill in the 
Same and then to drive piling for the 
foundation of the building. The tiles 
were afterwards sawed off close to the 
growmd and on top of these, cement and 
brick foundations were built. The station 
is to be located just north of the carshed, 
fronting on bay street, and covering the 
entire block between Cleveland and Stuart 
Streets. A few slight changes have been 
made in the building from plans prepared 
two vears ago, but the general appearance 
of the structure will be much the same. 
Its entire length will be 301 feet and the 
width 121.11 feet. The main entrance will 
be in the center of the building, fronting 
on Bay street, and will be thirty-three feet 
wide, extending through the center of the 
building to the carshed in the rear. To 
the right of the main entrance will be the 
veneral waiting room, and in front of this, 
facing Bay street, will be the ladies’ wait- 
ing room, Directly pe the rear will be the 
smoking room. The lunch and dining rooms 
will be just west of the waiting rooms, 
and the kitchen will occupy the extreme 
western end of the building. The baggage 
room will be just east of the main entrance 
and the express department, conductors’ 
room, mail room and Union newsroom will 
also be in this position of the building. 
The second story will be devoted entirely 
to the offices of the company. The build- 
ing is to be heated by steam and ‘lighted 
by eleetricity. The material will be brick 
and granite. A high tower will rise in the 
eenter of the building, givirg it a very im- 
posing appearance. The appointments and 
arrangements are such as to make the 
station ample to accommodate the very 
largest numbers of people who mav come 
to Jacksonville, And with the attached 
train shed of more than 1,100 feet in length, 
which is now used for the purpose of a 
union passenger station, Jacksorville will 
have railway etcommodations that cannot 
be excelled by any ph ace in the south.

Will Plant Their Wigwams in This 
City for Two Days—The Full 
Programme, 


The great council of: the Improved Order 
of Red Men of Georgia will convene in 
Atlanta on next Tuesday morning at 9 
o’clock in the Knights of Pythias hall. 

The meeting will be called to order by 
the great sachein, David G. Bailey, of 
Griffin, after which the address of wel- 
come will be delivered by Mayor Porter 
King, on behalf of the city.

WIFE OF HON. T. W. GLOVER DIES 
AT MARIETTA. 


Great Grief in Her Home City and 
Many Houses Close—Will Be 
Buried Tomorrow Morning. 


A death that Will touch many hearts 
with grief occurred at Marietta yesterday 
afternoon. It was the death of Mrs. T. W. 
Glover, the young, beautiful and lovely 
wife of Hon. T. W. Glover, many times 
mayor of Marietta and one of the most 
popular citizens of the state. 

The death was one of peculiar sadness. 
Mrs. Glover was just in the bloom of yeuth 
and beauty and would not e.ve heen 
twenty-one years old until next July. She 
was ua favorite in a wide circle of friends 
and the news of her death will fall as a 
terrible shock among those who knew and 
loved her. 

Her death was not unexpected, as she 
had been critically ill for some months, but 
her family and friends never gave up 
hope to the last. She was given the bene- 
fit of the very best medical aid. and was 
Watched over constantly by loving relatives. 
Drs. Noble and Taliaferro, of this city, 
were with her from Wednesday morning 
until the time of her death. Dr. Letze, of 
Marietta, was also in attendance upon her, 
The devoted husband of the stricken young 
wife and many relatives and friends watch- 
ed eagerly for a change in her condition, 
but none came, and she died at 2 o'clock 
vesterday afternooh. The entire town of 
Marietta was shocked by the terrible news 
and many business houses were closed 
during the afternoon. 

Mrs. Glover was said to have been the 
most beautiful woman in Georgia and she 
was as bright and cheerful in disposition 
as she was beautiful. She was the only 
daughter of Colonel and Mrs. R. T. Nes- 
bitt, and they were devotedly fond of her.

Contraction Under the Gold Standard. 

‘The other day the editor of The New 
York Financial News printed the treas- 
ury report, the figures of which give the 
amount of money in circulation at about 
$21 per capita. The editor went on to 
say that if the amount of the currency 
of the country had increased in propor- 
tion to the business and maturing wealth 
of the country, the per capita amount of 
circulation would be $100, and every- 
thing would be on a high tide of pros- 
perity. 

But a correspondent of The Financial 
News is not satisfied with the treasury 
report, which hides the real facts, and 
sends to the editor the following, which 
we commend to the careful attention of 
our readers: 


To the Editor of The Finarcial News-—-In 
your today’s issue in an articie, ‘‘Our TLimit- 
éd Circulation,”’ on the authority of the sec- 
retary of the treasury, you give the sum of 
$1,549,007,082 as the amount of moncy in 
circulation (our total money stock), and 
which would give a per capita of $21, as 
you figure it. I submit you must deduct 
from the total named the sum of $571,(00,000 
held—locked up by law—as national bank 
reserves. Does not that reduce the per 
capita to, say, $14? Then is there not anoth- 
er $100,000,000 of gold held—locked up by 
law—in the treasury, nominally to redeem 
irredeemable greenbacks, but actually to 
enable the monarchial governments of the 
outside world to replenish their coffers by 
the easy method of exchanging unmatured 
corporate securities for it, thanks to the 
New York stock exchange? Then, is there 
not always at least $125,000,000 hehki by the 
government? These three items make the 
sum Of. $796,000,000, not in circulation, and, 
taken from the total, leaves the per capita 
circulation $11. 

I will wait long enough for some one to 
disprove the foregoing, and then I wiil 
show further that the actual per capita 
circulation is less than $7. When these 
simple truths are made known business 
men and other sufferers may begin to real- 
ize ‘“‘what’s the matter with Hannah.”

These facts, so plain, so clear, and so 
simple, ought te appeal to every usiness 
mun to study the money question for 
himself and apply his knowledge in de- 
fense of his own interests. Money is 
valuable only as it enables the people to 
transact business with each. other. <A 
dollar is simply a tool of exchange. It 
is not a sound dollar ff it is so scarce 
that it robs business men and producers 
of half their profits and property of half 
its value, : 
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Is Insanity Increasing? 


Unless there is something peculiar 
about the riental status of Connecticut 
Which is altogether different from that 
of other states, there is some basis for 
the supposition that insanity is on the 
increase in the United States. 

I‘rom the ofticial records of the Nutmeg 
State it appears that this increase has 
far exceeded the ratio of population dur- 
ing the last forty-five or fifty years. 

These records supply the following 
data: In 1850 the number of insane per- 
sous in the state was 470, or one insane 
person to every 7SS inhabitants. ‘Twen- 
ty vears later the number had increased 
to 772, or one insane. person to every 
G06 inhabitants. Again in 1880 the in- 
mates of the various asylums in the 
state numbered 1,725, and the ratio was 
fixed at one to every 360. In 1890 the 
number stood at 2.056 in the asylums, 
or one insane person to every 36S in- 
habitants. 

These figtires are interesting. VPer- 
haps a better word would be alarming, 
since What is true of this state may 
likewise be true of other states in the 
union. 

It would hardly be fair to charge Con- 
necticut with having a monopoly of luna- 
ties in her asylums, although the number 
of these inmates appears to be some- 
What excessive. She has always man- 
uged to make herself felt in the world 
of business and politics, and if her in- 
dustrial and commercial records are con- 
sulted it will be found that no state in 
the union sSurpisses Connecticut in the 
vigorous enterprise of her people. If 
she has more inmates in her insane 
asviums thay other states in the union it 
is possibly for the reason that her peo- 
ple are overworked in her factories and 
give wav under the task of holding up 
before the eves of the nation a superb 
pattern of industry. 

In a recent article on this important 
topie Dr. Edwin A.-Down, of the Hart- 
ford Retreat for the Insane, takes the 
position that these tigures do not prove 
conclusively that insanity has increased 
to any great extent., Hle argues that the 
definition of the word insanitv has ex- 
perienced quite a decided modification 
Within the last half century and that 
hupdreds are now classed as insane who 
were not so designated fiftv vears ago. 
this distinguished authority, in 
explaining the increase of inmates in the 
state lunatic asylums within the last 
few vears: 
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Large numbers of persons to whom the 
term lunatic seemed difficult to apply came 
Within the limits of the difinition and weré 
registered as insane, Eccentric characters, 
who were harmless enough if unmolested 
by the small boys, and weak adults, came 
to be included among those of unsound 
mind, and found themselves’ comfortably 
housed in-our state institutions without one 
care or thought for the morrow's meal, 
and glad to change their uncertain mode of 
living for the regularity and order which 
prevail in our modern hospitals or asylums. 
The salutary effect of placing such cases 
under state care is inestimable. Not only 
are these -persons prevented from wander- 
ing to and fro a constant reproach to our 
citizens, but they are placed in a position 
Which effectually prevents the propagation 
of their Kind, 

In speaking for Connecticut, Dr. Down 
may possibly describe the conditions 
which prevailin other states. It is to be 
hoped that he is right in his supposition 
and that insanity is not, as a matter of 
fact, increasing in the United States. 

But regardless of the manner in which 
this question may be settled, it cannot be 
denied that Americans need to be more 
prudent. Incessant application, together 
with the care and worry incident to bus- 
iness, is not calculated to promote a 
Vigorous condition either of mind or 
body; and what is needed by the great 
mass of the American people is less 
worry over busivuess matters and a 
greater. amount of wholesome relaxa- 
tion. 
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Some Results of Rapid Transit. 

Those who have looked upon. the 
growth of such large cities as New 
York, Philadelphia and Chicago with 
some degree of alarm, as evincing a de- 
cided drift toward centralization, recog- 
nize in the increased rate of. speed de- 
veloped by locomotive engines a timely 
agent which providence has interposed 
to check. this tendency. 

4y reason of the fast schedules which 
are now enjoved both north and south, 
the inducements which have heretofore 
operated in favor of the cities have 
been, to a large extent, removed. 

To make this plain it is only necessary 
to call attention to the fact that those 
who live within a distance of thirty 
or forty miles of any of the lending 
commercial centers of the land substan- 
tially enjoy the benefits of city life with- 
out residing in the community itself. 

In this age of rapid transit distance is 
estimated by hours instead of miles. For 
example, according to the present rate 
of travel, the distance between Balti- 
more and Washington is only one of 
forty minutes. A man residing between 
those cities has the choice of either mar- 
ket and within a few minutes can do 
his trading or perform his errand, as the 
case may be, and return home without 
losing any more time than would be re- 
quired in going from one part of the 
city to another. 


But these rapid schedules accomplish | 


even more than thi. Not only is the 
man who lives within a short distance 
of the city persuaded to remain at home 
finstead of taking up his residence in 
the metropolis, but likewise hundreds 
who are cooped up in the crowded cities 
of the land avail themselves of the op- 
portunity furnished by these rapid sched- 
ules of moving out into the country and 
of breathing the more salubrious and 
invigorating atmosphere of the fields, 

Thus. it becomes apparent that tlfe lo- 
comotive is rapidly becoming a diffusive 
agent and is fraught with even greater 
blessings than those which have hither- 
to been derived from its commercial 
usefulness. 
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The Condition of a Wall Street Organ. 

The New York Times, which was for- 
merly a rampant republican organ, but 
which for several years has posed as the 
chief organ of Clevelandism in New 
York city, bas not found its recent policy 
very profitable. Some of the stockhold- 
ers of the company have applied for the 
appointment of a receiver, and are pro- 
ceeding to a voluntary dissolution of 
the company. 

The petitioners say that the paper das 
been losing money at a rate that, if al- 
lowed to continue, will result in the loss 
of the entire assets of the paper. The pe- 
itioners also disclose the fact that $200,- 
000 worth of debenture notes, due and 
payable in 1898, and exchangeable for 
stock, are held by Wall street firms. 

These disclosures have a certain in- 
terest for the people of this section. The 
various deliverances of The New York 
Times in behalf of the gold standard 
have been quite freely quoted by the 
cuckoo and Wall street organs in the 
south. These deliverances have been 
put forth in such a high and mighty 
way, and with such a tone of unques- 
tionable authority, that people who do 
not know the condition of affairs in 
metropolitan journalism would suppose 
that The Times not only represented 
public opinion but is public opinion 
itself in a condensed form; whereas, as 
a matter of fact, its views represented 
nobody's on earth except those of a few 
Wall street magnates. ¢@

Though few were so credulous as to 
believe the story of his marvelous con- 
fession, Which appeared in the newspa- 
pers of the country several weeks ago, no 
one doubted that he was a most ac- 
complished artist in his line of work and 
that perhaps the only reason which ren- 
ders it impossible for him to have com- 
mitted all the deeds which he acknowl- 
edges in his confession is that Satan 
himself would have manifested more 
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' compassion. 


After shocking the refined instincts of

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


One of the latest suggestions in regard 
to the federal pension rolls is to give each 
<surviver $8 a month on arriving at the 
age of sixty-two years. ‘“This plan,” says 
The Baltimore Sun, “would add to the 
present annual pension outgo of $140,000,000, 
about $10,000,000 in 1896 and various larger 
sums in future years till 1907, when the 
addition would be $28,876,320. The last sur- 
vivors would disappear, it is estimated, 
in 1945, but their widows—if we consider 
the fact that there are still widows of the 
revolution of 1776-81 on the pension roll— 
will continue to get pensions on their 
account till 1980. Such would be the out- 
look under a ‘service-pension’ law giving 
each survivor $8 a month for life. There 
is another proposal, which is to give $12 
a month to every survivor that served as 
long as ninety days. This would cost $79,- 
903,291 in 1896, in addition to the $140,000,000 
now being paid, and. would continue to 
produce its effect on the treasury balance 


till 1945.”" 


Eighteen bills providing for the erection 
of statues in honor of great Americans 
are now pending in congress, all of which 
are to be located in Washington city in 
the event appropriations are secured. 
Among the men whom it is thus proposed 
to honor are: Grant, Lincoln, John Paul 
Jones, Edwin M, Stanton, General Zach- 
ary Taylor, Salmon P. Chase and others.

GOLD IN CIRCULATION.

Interesting Statistics from a Man Who 
Knows What He Is Talking About. 
Cornelia, Ga., May 9, 1896.—Editor Consti- 

tution: In a speech recently made at Chi- 
cago by Mr. Carlisle, the secretary of the 
treasury, he stated that he had “about 
$620,000,000 of gold in circulation,” and as- 
serted that free coinage of silver wouid 
drive this gold out of circulation and thus 
contract the currency to the extent of 
“about $620,000,000."" If Mr. Carlisle is cor- 
rect in his statement as to gold now in 
circulation in the United States, then the 
figures sent out by his authority through 
the bureau of statistics for the treasury 
department are very misleading and should 
be corrected. 

An examination of the “Monthly Sum- 
mary of Finance and Commerce of the 
United States,” prepared by the bureau of 
statistics for the treasury department, will 
show the following facts: 

For the five years, from 1868 to 1872, in- 
clusive, our domestic exports exceeded our 
imports of gold coin by the sum of $123,622,- 
160, and for the five years from 1873 to 1877 
the excess of exports over imports of gold 
coin was $104,498,116. For the next period 
of ten years, from 1878 to 1887, inclusive, we 
gained by the increase of imports over ex- 
ports of gold coin the sum of $123,552,279. 

Then for the five years from 1888 to 1892, 
inclusive, our exports exceeded our im- 
ports of gold coin by $26,681,641, and from 
1893 to 1895, inclusive, with eight months 
of the present fiscal year to March Ist, 
we again lost by domestic exports over 
imports of gold coin the sum of $115,020,454. 

If from the total losses for the term of 
years beginning with the year 1868 and 
ending on March 1, 1896, which losses 
amount to the sum of $369,477,998, we take 
the gains of gold coin made during the 
same period, which is the sum of $187,867,735, 
we will find that during the time named 
we have lost by export of gold coin the 
net sum of $181,610,243. The total gold coined 
at the mints of the United States since 
1892 up to March 1, 1896, is the sum of 
$586, 168,106. Deduct from this sum _ the 
amount of $181,610,243 lost by excess of ex- 
ports over imports as shown and the re- 
mainder will be  $404,557,863, from which 
amount take $140,874,515 reported as in the 
treasury on March 1, 1896, and you get 
the sum of $263,683,348 as the amount which 
should be in so-called circulation, provided 
no gold coin was lost by export or other- 
wise previous to 1868. 

This sum of $263,683,348 does not come 
anywhere ‘‘about $620,000,000°"° Mr. Carlisle 
claims to be in circulation, but is the 
amount reported by the treasury depart- 
ment to be in circulation March 1, 1896, if 
we deduct the loss by exports as shown. 
The amount reported by the treasury de- 
partment in circulation March 1, 18%, is 
$445,293,591. Take from this the $181,610,243 
lost to the gold circulation of the United 
States by the excess of exports over im- 
ports of gold coin since the beginning of 
the year 1868 and you have the exact sum 
before arrived at, $263,683,243. It may be 
claimed that Mr. Carlisle includes in his 
“about $620,000,000 of gold in circulation”’ 
gold bullion, used often in large commer- 
cial transactions. Unfortunately for such 
a claim and for the people of the United 
‘States, examination will show that during 
the same time our exports of gold coin 
exceeded our imports by $181,610,243, we sent 
out of the country over $100,000,000 of gold 
bullion in excess of what we imported.. 
There is certainly dn error somewhere, for 
the statement of the secretary and the fig- 
ures of the treasury department do not 
“tally by a jugful.” In this connection it 
is well to consider that for only ten of the 


twenty-eight years given, from 1868 to 1895, 


inclusive, has the balance of trade been 
omer the United States—that is, our ex- 
ports of domestic merchandise have been 
greater than our imports for every year 
but ten of the twenty-eight.

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The New Cotton Acreage. 
From The New York World. 

It is asserted with probable justice that 
the reports of increased cotton acreage 
telegraphed to Europe have been grossly 
exaggerated. It is true, however, that 
there is some danger of planting more cot- 
ton than will be good for the market. 

In Texas, where the acreage of the new 
crap can now be determined, it is said that 
the increase will not be more than 10 per 
cent. In the more northern sections of the 
cotton belt planting is still going on, and 


there is yet time to take practical measures } 


for correcting the harm which reports of 
an extraordinary acreage are likely to do 
the country. 

In nearly all the cotton state corn can 
be planted with advantage up to the first 
of June, but these who expect the corn 
fields of last year to be put into cotton cal- 
culate that there is still a large supply of 
corn on hand and that its price last year 
was low, while that~-of cotton was com- 
paratively wes. 

Such considerations undoubtedly exert a 
powerful influence on the agricultural in- 
tellect, but they do not justify the hopes 
which some English buyers are forming 
of getting our cotton crop this year at their 
own figures. Cotton is in good demand at 
fair prices, and unless southern planters 
lose their heads it will remain so.

DR. SENN ELECTED PRESIDENT 


Movement To Establish a National De- 
partment of Health. 


A NEW CABINET OFFICER IS WANTED 


Visitors Take Reluctant Leave of At- 
lanta and Pass a Resolution of 
Thanks for Nospitality. 


The great medical convention has ad- 
journed and most of the doctors who came 
from every state and territory of the 
union to Atlanta have set their faces 
homeward. 

It was the forty-seventh annual meeting 
ef the American Medical Association, 
which is the representative body of the 
profession in America, and one of the most 
distinguished associations of professional 
men in the world. 

In the entire history of the association 
there has never been a more brilliant and 
successful convention, and the visiting doc- 
tors were practically unanimous in saying

The association was organized forty-nine 
years ago in Philadelphia. Two years no 
conventions were .held on account of the 
civil war, and the semi-centennial celebra- 
tion of the organization is to be held in 
Philadelphia on the first Tuesday in June 
of next year. 

It will be the golden anniversary, and 
the doctors who will have the arrangement 
of the occasion in hand claim that they 
will make it a red letter occasion in the 
history of the medical profession. 

As was predicted in yesterday's Consti- 
tution, Dr. Nicolas Senn, of Chicago, was 
elected president of the association in 
place of Dr. Beverly’Cole, of California, 
whose term of office expired yesterday. The 
election was unanimous, and when the 
new president was escorted to the chair 
the doctors were aroused to considerable 
enthusiasm. | 

Dr. Senn’s nomination was made through 
the nominating committee composed of one 
representative from each state in the 
union. The report of this committee was 
unanimous and the following officers were 
‘elected through its recommendation to 
serve with Dr. Senn:

“T have occupied a numbér of chairs, 
large and small, hard and soft. It is now 
my proud privilege to have been called 
to the presiding chair of the highest medi- 
cal organization, not only of this country, 
but of the whole world. 

“This association will celebrate next year 
its golden anniversary, and as it has been 
my privilege to be called to preside on 
that notable occasion, there are a few 
things which, in assuming this chair, I 
deem it my duty to mention. 

‘“‘Like a Political Caucus.” 

‘In the last few years I have become 
fully aware of that fact that even in the 
general sessions these proceedings resem- 
ble more those of a political caueus than 
of a scientific body. I hope tha?’ in this 
respect the next year will witness a much 
needed reform. This charge is made more 
true by ambitious men who take advan- 
tage of the floor of this association to ad- 
vance their selfish interests.

A National Department of Health. 

Dr: Jerome Cochran, of Alabama, pro- 
posed a plan to push a bill, which has been 
prepared, through congress. It provides for 
the establishment of a department of public 
health which shall have equal standing 
with the war, navy, treasury and other 
departments of the government. The Dill 
provides that there shall be a secretary of 
health in the cabinet of the president of the 
United States. 

The plan received unanimous indorse- 
ment at the hands of the convention, and 
proper legislation will at once be intro- 
duced, and, if possible, enacted into law. 

The scheme is based on the marine hos-

pital plan, but is far more extended, and 
will be of equal scope with the other de- 
partments of the government. 

A New Cabinet Officer. 

The following bill has been prepared, 
which expresses the general idea of the 
doctors, but there are a number of changes 
which will be inculcated in it before it is 
finally adopted: 

“Section 1. That there shall be establish- 
ed a department of public health. There 
shall be appointed by the president from 
the medical profession, by and with 
the advice and consent of the senate, a 
secretary of public health who shall be 
entrusted with the management of the de- 
partment herein established. He shall be 
paid an annual salary of $8,000, 

“There shall be appointed by the presi- 
dent, with the approval of the senate, an 
assistant secretary of public health, at an 
annual salary of $5,000. 

‘The secretary of public health shall, 
with the approval of the president, provide 
suitable offices for the department, and 
shall employ such assistants and clerks 
as may be necessary, 

“Sec, 2. It shall be the duty of the sec- 
retary of public health to obtain through 
all accessible sources, including state boards 
of health, municipal authorities and the 
surgeons general of the army, navy and 
marine hospital erervice of the United 
States, weekly reports of the sanitary con- 
dition of all ports and places within their 
territories and departments, and he shall 
publish weekly abstracts of the information 
thus obtained.and other pertinent matters 
received by the department. The said de- 
partment also shall, as far as possible, by 
means of the voluntary co-operation of the 
state and mupicipal authorities, of vari- 
ous general and special hospitals, sani- 
tariums, public associations. and private 
persons, procure and tabulate statistics 
of marriage, births (noting those that are 
illesitimate), and deaths from epidemic, 
endemic and all other diseases, specifying 
these of a degenerative churacter, such as 
malignant growths, and affections of the 


nervous, circulary, respiratory, secretory, 
digestive and . reproductive organs, and 
from violence, accidents, suicide; murder, 
and data concerning the fruit of consan- 
guinous marriages and the transmissibili- 
ty of insane, alcoholic, syphilitic, nervous 
and malignant types °f constitution to off- 
spring and to evils of race miscegenation. 


Particular Attention to Consumption. 

“He shall also procure infoymagion re- 
lating to climatic and other conditions bene- 
ficial to health, and é€svecially in reference 
to the most favorable regions in the United 
States for the cure or relief of chronic dis- 
eases, particularly tubecular consump- 
tion.. He shall also procure information as 
to the prevalence and ruinous effects upon 
the body and mind of intemperance and 
prestitution, He shall endeavor to ascertain 
the extent, the origin and classification of 
insanity in tHe several states and terri- 
tories of the country. He shall investigate 
the state and comfort of the laboring 
classes in respect to their lodgment, their 
trades, occupations, the healthfulness of 
their workshops and the contents of the 
atmosphere they habitually breathe, and 
the prevalence of premature degeneration

To Improve the Quarantine. Service. 


“He shall, whenever an epidemic disease 
is spreading abroad, or in any country 
which by commercial or other relations 
may endanger the health of the inhabi- 
tants of the United States, have power to 
call a conference of the surgeons general 
of the army, navy and marine hospital 
service, and the executive @#icer, or offi- 
cers of the various state boards of health 
throughout the country, to ccnsider and 
advise with him in regard to the best meth- 
ods to be pursued to protect the country 
against the invasion of any such epidemic 
disease, and the results of such confer- 
ence shall be, by the secretary of public 
health, communicated to the president and 
his cabinet for such action as they may 
deem wise and expedient. 

“Besides the reports of the state of the 
public health which he shall make from 
time to time, the secretary shall make an 
annual report to congress, with such 
recommendations as he may deem import- 
ant to the public welfare, and the report, 
if ordered printed by congress, shall be 
done under the direction of the department. 
The necessary printing of the 
department shall ‘be done at 
the government printing office upon 
the requisition of the secretary, in the 
same manner and subject to the same pro- 
visions as that of other printing for the 
several departments of the government. 

Section 3. The president is authorized, 
when requested by the secretary of public 
health, and when the same can be done 
without prejudice to the public service, to 
detail officers from the several depart-

and necessary expenses incurred in the 
performance of such duties. When a de- 
tail of such officers can be made, the sec- 
retary, approved by the president, may 
employ such experts, and for such time 
and in such manner as the funds at the 
disposal of the department may warrant. 

“Section 4. That to defray the expenses 
in carrying out the provisions of this act, 
the sum of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000), 
or as much thereof as may be necessary, 
is hereby appropriated to be disbursed with 
the approval of the president, under the 
secretary of said department, 

“This act shall take effect sixty days af- 
ter its passage, within which time the sec- 
retary and assistant secretary may be ap- 
pointed.”’

TELLS HIS STORY 


Says He Was Not at His House When 
the Shooting Occurred. 


TALKS ABOUT HIS ARREST

And Says. He Is Glad To Be in Jail 
Safe frcm the Mob. 


DOESN'T WANT TO BE CARRIED TO SENOIA 


Givs a Vivid Description of His Life 
in the Swamps and the Manner 
in Which He Evaded Mobs. 


the door of his cell in the 
with his face pressed eager- 
ly against the iron rods, yesterday, Taylor 
Delk insisted that he was not guilty of 
the murder of Sheriff Guinn and denied 
that he was at the house when the brave 
officer and his deputy were shot down by 
persons from within. 

Taylor Delk presented a rugged appear- 
ance yesterday afternoon as he leaned 
against his barred prison and talked of 
the crime with which he is charged and 
tor which he was almost lynched on several 
occasions, He was without a coat, just 
as he was attired when he reached At- 
lanta in the custody of the detectives who 
accomplished his arrest. 

The prisoner talked freely of the case 
and said he did not believe he had any- 
thing to fear, as he was guilty of no crime 
and had never done anything in his life 
which would -give Wim any serious trouble 
if the truth should come out at his trial. 

“I have been arrested just because the 
shooting occurred at nry house. That is 
all that is the matter. Nobody has any 
evidence against me and nobody can swear 
thai I had anything to do with the shoot- 
ing. I wan’t even at the house and had not 
been there for a half hour before the 
sheriff arrived with his posse. 

“Those people at my home just accused 
me of it because I have got some enemies 
there, and that’s all that’s in the whole 
business. The idea of trying to lynch me 
for shooting Sheriff Guinn, when he was 
one of my best friends and I would not 
have harmed a hair on his head.”’ 

Delk Tells His Story. 

The story of the shooting, the arrival of 
the sheriff and posse:and the wild life in 
the swamps after the shooting occurred 
Was told in a vivid:-manner by Delk yester- 
day. 

“ft had been living near Concord for 
about two years, and was getting on in a 
nice way, until the shooting at my house, 
on account of which I had to leave to 
keep the people who were friends of Sher- 
iff Guinn and Mr. Madden from killing ma 

“The afternoon before the shocting that 
night.”’ said Delk, growing conrmunica- 
tive, “I stood an my front porch and killed 
a dog which had been catching the chick- 
ens and breaking up the hen’s nests and 
that night I dragged the dog off to the 
swamp, and it was while E was off from 
ihe house that Sheriff Guinn and about 
thirty men came up to the house and 
commenced shooting. 

“They were not after me, but wanted to 
arrest Tom Langford and my boy, Tom, 
who * ere at the house. I wags just coming 
back ‘Yrom the swamp when‘I heard the 
shots and I stopped in the woods and 
wouldn’t go up to the house, because I[ 
knew the officers were after Tom and 
Langford. 

Filled the House with Lead. 
“The officers and posse shot nearly all 
night,” said Delk, “amd then another 
crowd came up and they shot, too, until 
the front of the house and the porch were 
filled with bullets, and lead was sticking 
in the walls everywhere. 

“While the shooting was going on mty 
wife was shot in the face and several 
shot cut through the skin into the flesh. 

“While all of this was going on, I was 
sitting down by a tree in the woods, wish- 
ing all the time I could be inside, as I was 
afraid they would shoot my wife and kill 
her. If I had been inside, and could have 
got hold of a winchester, I would have shot 
just as long as I had bullets, for then I 
would have been protecting my family. 

“IT don’t know, though,” said Deik, in a 
thoughtful manner. “I beliewe I would 
have just opered the door wide open and 
told them to come in and do what they 
wanted, just so they didn’t hurt anybody. 
They wan't after me at all, but after the 
bovs who were at the house. 

“Tom Langford came to my house that 
afternoon. My boy Tom was already there

Could Have Killed Looney. 

Delk was asked about the cap:"ire end the 
reason he offered no resistance. He laughed 
in a‘queer way, and drawing himself up to 
his full height, said: 

“Why, I could have killed Looney and the 
whole crowd when I was arrested, 1f I had 
wanted to, 

“The detectives came right up the road 
and I had Tom Delk’s gun in my hand, «nd 
if I had wanted to I could have shot the 
fellers to death before they got ne. 

. “IT wanted to give myseif up and tad de- 
cided to come to Atlanta the rext cay if I 
could get out of the swamps without any- 
body knowing it. Those people down there 
guarded the bridges and watched the roads 
so close that I just couldn't get out, and 
had to stay in the woods and cat what I 
could get and do the best I could.” 

A Month in the Swamps. 

Delk said the night after the shooting he 
was joined by Tom Delk and Tom Lung- 
ford, and the three went off t> the woods 
and hid in the swamps to keep from being 
lynched. 

“Langford went off, but me and Tom Liv- 
ed in the swamps and killed squirrels and 
birds and got whatever we coull to eet. I 
staid in the woods all the time, and when 
it rained, why I just Jet it rain and was 
Satisfied just as long as nobody knew wh«re 
I was and couldn’t get to me to lynch me, 

“ft am glad that I am in jail, now,” said 
he in conclusion, ‘for I feel safer and kh. ow 
that I will get justice. I am gving to get 
a lawyer and want my preliminary trial to 
be held in Atlanta, where they wont swear 
my life away.” 

Knew Looney Was in the Swamp. 

Delk was asked if he was not greatly sur- 
prised when he was arrested by the detec- 
tives. 

“No, I wa’n’t,” said he, “for 1 knew all 
about Looney being at the farmhouse, and 
I wanted to be arrested and would have 
given myself up to an Atlanta officer if I 
could have had an opportunity. 

“You see I was kept posted by somebody 
all the time, and when I heard imoney Wis 
there I kinder felt relieved, for I hoped he 
would get me and take me to Atlanta, 
where my trial could be held and [ would 
be protected.” 

Delk says he wants to remain in jail here, 
as he does not think it safe to return to 
Senoia, where he knows the neople to be 
prejudiced against him. 

He will secure a lawver at once, he says, 
and will insist that he be given a prelimina- 
ry trial as soon as possible, and will then 
await the crimina! hearing which is to be 
given him vrobably at the next term of the 
court. 


THE PASSING THRONG. 


Captain Roche, South Carolina's commis- 
Sioner of agriculture, who was here yes- 
terday, is one of the most successful grow- 
-ers of small fruits and vegetables in his 
He lives in Charleston and for 
years was engaged in market gardening, 
shipping his crops to the northern cities. 
He was the first in his state to plant ten 
acres of strawberries. His neighbors said 
‘that he was making a great mistake, They 
did not see where so much small fruit 
could be consumed. But Captain Roche 
had been raising strawberries and from 
_gne acre sold $2,600 worth of berries in one 
,Season. The freight, picking, crates and 
expenses of getting the fruit into the 
consumers’ hands cost about $1,400 and he 
had about $1,200 profit from his acre. 

“There was a time when the man who 
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ij had a little patch of asparagus as large as 


half this lobby floor was a millionaire in 
asparagus,’’ said the commissioner yester- 
day while standing in the Kimball. ‘Now 
we have farmers who put fifty, sixty and 
sone as high as 100 acres in asparagus. 
Florida, though, beats us into the market 
and the farmers of that state have taken 
a great deal of trade from the planters 
higher up the coast.” 

Speaking of cotton manufacturing in his 
state, Captain Roche said that all the mills 
are running on full time and are going 
night and day. They are not making any- 
thing now, but that is because 
they bought their cotton when it was at 
its highest last fall and now it is so much 
lower that the mill man who buys his 
stock now can afford to undersell. The 
southern mills buy their stock ear]y in the 
fall. They want the top cotton and go 
into the market as soon as the crop be- 
gins to come in. Spartanburg county pro- 
duces about 40,000 bales a vear and the 
mills consume 14,000 bales. To lay in this 
supply requires from 4,600,000 to $5,000,000. 
The capital is borrowed in the east at from 
4 to 5 per cent. If borrowed at home it 
would cost 8 per cent.’’ 


Colonel Kincaid, of Griffin, who was up 
on Thursday, had some beautiful samples 
of gocds which he is making at his mills. 
The samples were in all the colors of the 
prism. They excited much admiration 
among the visitors from the different states 
who were attending the convention in the 
interest of the exposition at Chicago. Colo- 
nel Kincaid’s mills can make a handsome 
display of the cotton manufacturing indus- 
try in the south. 


“We are always glad to get hold of a 
Constitution,’’ said Mr. Cornwall, of Louis- 
ville, yesterday. “‘Our papers are all for 
the gold standard, and naturally the senti- 
ment is very strong that way in the city.

The country counties are 
for silver, but all the postmasters and 
revenue collectors will come up to the con- 
vention and endeavor to capture it.” 


An Iowa doctor, who was attending the 
medical convention, said to ex-(rovernor 
Garcelon vesterday: ‘“‘I am a republican, 
but as certainly as the republican party 
declares against silver I shall quit it, and 
so will thousands of other republicans in 
my state. McKinley seems to be sure of 
the nomination. Some of his goldbug 
friends are stating that he is for the 
single gold standard. That is possibly true, 
although his votes in congress were for 
silver. There is no reason for’ him to de- 
clare himself subservient to Wall street, 
because he is gcing to be nominated any- 
way. But if the party or the candidate 
straddles on the financial question, or if 
either comes out boldly for gold and 
against silver, the republicans of the west 
will vote another ticket.”’

Ex-Governor Garcelon Talks About Honest 
Dollars and Wages. 


SENTIMENT IN NEW ENGLAND 


Says There Is a Widespread Feeling 


Among the Masses. 


Promises Made To Obtain Uncondi- 
tional Repeal Have Not Been 
Fulfilled. 


“There is a strong sentiment for silver 
among the masses of the people of New 
England,” said ex-Governor Alonzo Garce- 
lon, of Maine, yesterday. 

“The papers are mostly owned or con- 
trolled by the gold people and the out- 
side world has no opportunity to get at 
the true condition. The political leaders 
are to a great extent influenced by the 
bankers and capitalists. But we will soon 
begin to hold our political meetings in the 
counties and then we will see whether 
there is any strength to the silver move- 
ment. I know from contact with the peo- 
ple how they feel on this question. But of- 
ten the voice of the masses is smothered by 
adroit polit'cilans for a time. I have 
been an observer of political affairs for 
about seventy years now, and never until 
silver was demonetized did we hear any- 
thing about silver dollars being dishonest. 
We hear talk of dishonest dollars. That 
has all sprung up within the last ten years. 
But is not the silver dollar just as honest 
as any other? The democratic party has 
always stood for the recognition of both 
metals—silver and gold. Four years ago 
the party declared for both metals and 
‘parity.’ Give silver a chance and the par- 
ity will be all right. The commercial ratio 
and the coinage rato between gold and 
silver were nearly the same when silver 
Was surreptitiously demongtized. Silver

was not a dishonest dollar in 1873. If cither 

dollar was, it was the gold dollar. 

“The employment of the two metals side 
by side gives no financial trouble. Karon 
Rothschild said that ‘whether gold or sil- 
ver dominates for the time being, it is al- 
ways true that the two metals concur to- 
gether in forming the monetary circulation 
of the world, and it is the general mass 
of the two metals combined which serves 
as the measure of the value of things. The 
suppression of silver would amougt to a 
veritable destruction of values without any 
compensation.’ 

“Rothschild’s words were prophetic. 
Values have been destroyed and the pro- 
ducers, the farmers and manufacturers, and 
the labor which they employ, have had to 
stand the loss, Our New England manu- 
facturers are being driven out of business 
because competition is sharp and on the 
present basis margins of profit are so small 
that they cannot make interest on their 
investment. When the volume of redemp- 
tion money is large, prices are good and 
the higher prices are, the wider is the mar- 
gin which constitutes profit, whether labor 
or the products of labor. Here in the south 
your monufacturers of cotton declare that 
they are losing money. And yet they were 
told in the summer and fall of 1892, not four 
years ago, that if the last vestige of legis- 
lation favorable to silver was repealed the 
country would flourish, business would re- 
vive and the distress disappear. But has 
it disappeared? Has the mechanic’s wages 
been restored to what they were before 
that 20 or 30 per cent cut? Is that carpen- 
ter out there getting as much by 15 to 
25 per cent as he received five years ago? 
Do the railroad shop men get as much by 
10 to 20 per cent as they did five years ago? 
Do the higher officials get the same pay 
they used to receive? And which feels it 
the most, the general manager or vice 
president who was receiving $15,000 a year 
salary and had $1,500 cut off, or the shop 
worker who got $960 a year and was cut 
$96? Have wages been restored? If not, 
and if the financial depression is as bad as 
it was when Mr. Cleveland was contending 
for unconditional repeal as the savior of 
the coutry, why should we believe that a 
further persistence in the single gold stand- 
ard will bring a return of good times? The 
predictions which were made by the gold 
advocates four years ago have failed sig- 
nally. Is not that enough to destroy our 
faith in their declarations now? The words 
which Mr. Carlisle uttered when he was 
denouncing demonetization came true, but 
the relief which he promised when advocat- 
ing the contrary policy has never matert- 
alized.’’ 

Goverr.or Garcelon was in the same school 
of politics with James G. Blaine. Tom 
Reed is a younger man, but he and the 
ex-governor are old acquaintances, The ex- 
governor smiled at the suggestion of Mr. 
Reed’s name for the presidency. ‘He has 
not a ghost of a show. It looks like Mc- 
Kinley.”’ 

Dr. Garcelon is still practicing medicine 
at Lewiston, which has been his home all 
his life. His father was a prominent citi- 
zen of the town. He owned a large farm 
on which Alonzo worked during his youth, 
attending school in the winter. He gradu- 
ated from Bowdion college just sixty years 
ago, at the age of twenty-three. Then he 
studied medicine and soon built up a large 
practice. Politically he was reared ag a 
whig, but his strong admiration for Pres-

TO BUILD THE BRIDGE. 


Contract To Build ‘Peachtree Creek 
Bridge Let Yesterday. 


The new bridge over Peachtree creek on 
the road to Buckhead will be built by the 
Louisville Bridge and Iron Works at a cost 
Of $6,300, and work on the structure will be 
commenced at once, 

At the meeting of the finance committee 
of the board ot county commissioners yes- 
terday morning the bids which were open- 
ed at the last session of the board were 
considered, and the contract was let to the 
Louisville Bridge and Iron Works, as the 
bid of this firm was the lowest and was 
thought to be the best in the opinion of the 
county commissioners. 

The terms of the contract require work 
to begun immediately upon the award 
of contract and the wooden struct- 
ure spans the stream un- 
Many. complaints have 
been received by ihe commissioners from 
people living Out the Ibbuckhead road who 
were compeiied to cross the bridge in order 
to reach the city, claiming that tne floor of 
the bridge was in danger of giving away 
at any time, and that there was danger of 
the foundations and floor timbers crash- 
ing under the weight of the heuvily loaded 
teams Which daily cross the bridge, 

The plans and specifications for the new 
bridge were executed by Supervising Ar- 
chitect Grant Wilkins, and require a bridge 
to be built on modern principles, of iron, 
steel and stone, ‘The tloor may be paved 
With blocks, anc other additicns may be 
made to the structure by the county. 

New Improvements To Be Made. 

Not oniy ihe vriage to be erected at 
once by the county, but much work has 
been mapped out for the approaches to 
the bridge. 

For many years the long hill leading to 
the bridge from the City has been almost, 
if not.quite, impassable in the winter, and 
the road bed has frequently been allowed 
to Wash until it was almost an impossibili- 
ty for a heavily loaded team to reach the 
bridge. 

“This hill is to be cut down almost to a 
level,’ said Commissioner Thompson yes- 
terday, “‘and the bridge proper will be 
raisea eight feet higher than the present 
structure, making it possible to carry out 
the plans ot Mr. Wilkins. 

‘In a short time the chert pavement will 
be extended to the bridge, and probably 
on toward buckhead, as this road is doubt- 
less used more than any other thorough- 
fare leading into the city. 

“IT have worsxed long and patiently for 
years,”’ said Mr. Thompson, “‘to secure 
this improvement for the people who live 
beyond the bridge and whose business re- 
quires them to bring their teams into the 
city. The long, tedious approach to the 
end of the bridge has always been an ob- 
stacle in the way of the farmers hauling 
their produce to town, and I am pleased 
to.-Know that I have at least succeeded in 
securing the improvements to the road and 
the new bridge across the creek.’ 

To Extend the Chert. 

Now that Commissioner Thompson has 
succeeded in securing the bridge, he will 
endeavor tio have the chert paving extended 
as far as the bridge, if no further, 

‘| hope to see the road from the city 
limits all the way to Buckhead paved 
with the chert,’’ said he, “and I am going 
to endeavor to get this work done before 
the winter rains set in, and make the road 
a loblolly, as it has often been after hard 
rains.

Texas’ Senator Speaks His Mind on 


Cuban Matters. 

In a letter to Dr. I. T. Tichenor, of this 
city, on the Diaz case, Hon. Roger Q. Mills 
presents strongly his views of Cuban free- 
dom.

“United States Senate, 
C., April 2, 1896.—I. 
Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: T have your letter 
of the 2th instant, and the resolutions 
of the home mission board of the southern 
Baptist convention. I feel ag keenly as 
you do for Mr. Diaz and the oppressed peo- 
ple he is trying to help. I hope he will 
soon be restored to liberty. Our state de- 
partment has been doing all it could do 
for his release, and the indications are that 
he will be released from imprisonment 
upon condition. that he leaves the island 
and the doomed people to their fate. I wish 
I could say to you that I hoped for the 
early release of the peonle of Cuba from 
the power of the despot, but you know 
hope is made up of expectation as well as 
desire. I desire it will all my heart, and I 
believe with all my heart that Cuba will 
eventually come out of, the dungeon and 
take her place among the governments 
that stand for personal, political and re- 
ligiotis liberty. I rejoice to see the Baptist 
people speaking out on the subject. I re- 
member the history of. the struggle for re- 
ligious liberty in our own country and re- 
call the steadfast support the Baptists 
gave to Jefferson and Madison while they 
were leading the people against intolerance 
and biogtry. lt was greatly through their 
united and active support that the church 
was divorced frem the power of the state 
and freedom of thought, speech; and con- 
science was made the inheritance of the 
American: people.

GETS A CELL 


The Honeymoon of the Young Man Was 
Cut Short Yesterday.

The Old Man Sees His Son-in-Law a 


Prisoner. 


HE IS IN LOVE WITH HIS WIFE 


Declares That It Was a Bona Fide

Joe Allen, the self-professed captor of 
old man Delk, and the newly acquired son- 
in-law of the noted outlaw, is himself a 
prisoner at police station. 

Allen arrived in Atlanta yesterday morn- 
ing from Concord, where he left his bride, 

‘and before he had been in Atlanta a dozen 
hours was arrested by Detective Wooten 
on a charge of forgery and locked up: at 
police headquarters in a cell adjoining the 
one occupied by old man Taylor Delk, his 
father-in-law. ‘ 

As the young man passed the cell of the 
old outlaw Turnkey Dobbins said, “Well, 
Mr. Delk, I've got your son-in-law, Joe Al- 


len, here. 

‘Well, take him on by,’’ the old 
replied dryly, and Allen was ushered into 
the next cell. 

When arrested Allen wore a light suit 
and light pair of lace shoes and presented 
an altogether dapper appearance. 

Allen declared he did not know on what 
charge he had been arrested—in fact, so 
far as he knew he had not been arrested. 

“I passed police headquarters a_ half 
dozen times today,’ said the amateur de- 
tective, ‘‘and was not arrested. It was 
while standing on Whitehall street that Il 
was told that I was wanted at headquar- 
ters and [I came on down with Detective 
Wooten.”’ 

Allen admitted that Wooten was the one 
him he was wanted but insists 
that he was not arrested but came on down 
of his own volition. When told that he was 
wanted on a charge of passing a worthless 
check for $5 Allen’ said he could explain 
that very easily. ‘‘Last Saturday,’’ said Al- 
len, “just before leaving for Concord I 
stopped at a dago’s stand and told the pro- 
prietor [ was broke and wanted to borrow 
$6. 1 told him of my intentions and plans 
to capture the DelkKs and that I expected to 
make a big pile of money out of the capt- 
ure. He agreed to let me have the $5 if 
1! would give him my personal check for 
that amount and put the money in the 
bank to cover it later. I merely borrowed 
it and gave him my check as an acknowl- 
edgment of the debt, and I did this on his 
own suggestion. 

“This whole business is a hatched up 
scheme to do me out of the reward money 
for the capture of Delk. I never was in 
jail before in my life, and I’m sorry I'm 
here this time. It will all come out all 
right, thought.’’ 

ellen ceclared

dago’s stand is located. His talk was ina 
somewhat rambling, disconnected way 
which may be attributed to the excitement 
unger which he labors. About four years 
ago Allen had his head badly mashed be- 
tween two bumpers on a car. This came 
near causing him to lose his life and he 
Said last night as he exhibited the. scars 
on his head that there were times when he 
was hardly at himself, that when he got to 
thinking too hard ona subject his mind 
seemed to become clouded and failed him. 

Allen* bitterly repudiated the siatement 
published that he had married Addie Delk 
because he feared the wrath of his wife's 
relatives. The statement which was pub- 
lished and credited to Allen intimated that 
the marriage was one of those matches 
which are made without the least desire 
on the part of the groom for benedictine 
honors. Indeed a very natural inference 
to be drawn that -the groom was in- 
vited to attend the wedding by the father 
and brother of the bride, who advanced 
such eloquent arguments and potent rea- 
sons that the slight coyness on his part 
was overcome and his presence secured. 
Allen vigorously denies that he ever made 
such a statement.

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DOES THE CITY OWN 
THE BUILDINGS? 


The Fate of the Purchase Rests on the 
Decision of the Mayor. 


ACTION MAY BE TAKEN TODAY 


City Attorney, Anderson Has Render- 
ed His Opinion 


AND MAYOR KING WILL NOW TAKE ACTION 


The Citizens Are Ready with Their 
Subscriptions and All Hangs on 
the Mayor’s Final Decision. 


The interesting question as to the owner- 
ship of the exposition buildings has been 
placed in the hands of Mayor Porter King 
for decision, and upon his action rests the 
fate of ihe purchase, which has been pass- 
ed upon by the general council and condi- 


tionally concurred in by the aldermaric 


board. 

Late yesterday afternoon City 
Anderson sent his opinion on the question 
to Mayor King and final action will doubt- 
less be taken by the mayor this mernins. 

The opinion of City Attorney Anderson is 
quite lengthy and goes into all the details 
of the question, reciting the terms cf the 
lease between the exposition c»mpany and 
the city, and giving in full the taw und his 


decision. 

Mayor King stated last night that he 
would pass upon the question at the earlicst 
possible opportunity, as he was #*:%)o0us to 
have the question disposed of. 

Until the mayor passes upon *he action cf 
council, the fate of the buileings wall be 
unknown. At the mass meeting of «:tizens 
Mayor King made a favorable speecn to the 
purchase of the buildings and added a sub- 
scription of $) to the LUst of donatious, but 
at the same time he stated that he reserved 
the right to pass upon the maiter as an 
official, as he thought was right. 

Taking into consideration tne expressed 
opinion of the mayor, it is probable that 
only the legal side of the issue will be tak- 
en into consideration by him. If the city 
owns the buildings, the city wiil, of course, 
not purchase its own prope.ty; if the Luild- 
ings are not owned by the city, the mayor 
will in all probability, approve the aciien of 
the council and the buildings will become 
the property of the city. 

It is now a matter of ownership, ana upen 
this hangs the decision of the may2?r. 

The Opinion of tha City Attorney. 

Judge Anderson has fully investigated the 
issue, and his opinion, consis*ing cf a num- 
ber of closely typewritten pages, was placed 
in the hands of Mayor King last night for 
his consideration. 

“The mayor has requested me in writing 
to furnish him am extended opinion vf the 
question,’’ said Attorney Anderson yesier- 
day,” and in pursuance of his request I 
have furnished the opinion, amd it is ,eady 
to be placed in his hands. 

“As the mayor has asked for the opinion 
and has not yet passed upon the matier, I 
do not deem it the part of wisdom 
to make any stutement upon the matter. 
The opinion is the mayor's private preper- 
ty, and until he passes upon :t, i cannot say 
anything of its contents.’’ 

In regard to the action vf both ihe coun- 
cil and the aldermianic board Attorney An- 
derson said that he thought it ‘licgal, as 
the terms of the purchase masie by the 
council was more in the ature of a trade 
than that of an‘ appropriation, which was 
iliegal, and the aldermanic board in seying 
that the concurrence was  condit’onally 
made, was also illegal. 

Having taken this position, the avtion of 
both council and thes aldermanic beard is 
annulled and the matter goes back to the 
time at which the proposition was first 
made, as though no action had been tFen. 

Will Act at Once, 

Though Mayor King has four Gays in 
which to make his decision, ze will ccubt- 
less act today, or as soon as an «pinion has 
been formulated as the result of his irnves- 
tigation. 

“I do not feel that I am in a position to

say anything about the question,” said he - 
last night, ‘‘as I have written the city attor- 


ney, asking him for an extended opinion on 
the subject, and this opinion will be made 
the basis of my action. 

“T will pass upon the question as soon as 
I can reach it,” said he, ‘‘and I do not 
think that will be very long, as I am ex- 
ceedingly anxious to dispose of the issue 
at my first possible opportunity.” 

The matter of ownership of the buildings 
is seemingly a knotty question, as the 
terms of the lease between the exposition 
and the city is susceptible of more than one 
construction. In one paragraph it is stated 
that the city has the right to remove or 
sell the buildings at any time during the ex- 
istence of the lease or within ninety days 
of its termination, and in another para- 
graph the same privilege is apparently giv- 
en the exposition company. 

Zhe Rights of the City. 

The rights of the city as expressed in the 
lease contract are very plain, and the para- 
graph relating to th@ ownership of the 
buildings is as follows: 

“It is expressly stipulated that the party 
of the second part may remove at any time 
within the continuance of this lease or 
within ninety days from its termination, 
any and all of the buildings, structures and 
improvements put thereon by said party 
of the second part, and the said party of 
the second part shall have the further 
right to sell any such buildings, improve- 
ments and structures and invest the pur- 
chaser thereof with like authority of re- 
moval, it being understood that the owner 
of said grounds at the time of any such 
gale shall have the option to purchase the 


Same at the highest price offered by any 
bona fide bidder.” 

As the $75,000 subscription made by the 
city was to be placed in buildings or other 
improvements, the question naturally arises 
as to what certain buildings this fund was 
used in. 

Mr. C. A. Collier says that the contribu- 
tion went into the general fund and was 
used for various purposes, and that none of 
the money was spent under the supervision 
of the city, as was also provided for in the 
— which was entered into at the same 

me. : 


How Muck: Does the City Own? 

If the city contributed $75,000 toward the 
erection of $300,000 worth of buildings, it 
will be seen that the city does not own all 
the buildings, but only a certain per cent 
of them in the proportion of $75,000 to 
$300,000. 

Attorney Westmoreland says that since 
the fund has become mixed, and neither 
the city nor the exposition company can 
tell where the city’s money was expended, 
the city was entitled to all of the buildings. 

The question has taken a decided turn 
from the status of the citizens’ meeting, 
and what seemed then to be a certain pur- 
chase has assumed a legal complexion 
which may mean defeat to the proposition. 


The Citizens Are Ready To Pay. 

The popular subscription which was to be 
raised by the citizens has about all been se- 
cured, but the, various committees which 
were appointed at the citizens meeting have 
not made their report to Mr. George W. 
Parrott. 

“I will have the reports tomorrow,” said 
Mr. Parrott last night,.‘‘but I can safely 
Say upon information received that the 
amount of $7,500 has been raised and will be 
ready for payment if the mayor approves 
the purchase.”’ 


NO SETTLEMENT YET. 


ATTORNEYS OF EX-CLERK COOPER 
HAVE MADE NO DECISION. 


A Proposition To Liquidate the Short- 
age Was Not Made by the Fi- 
nance Committee Yesterday. 


The conference between the attorneys of 
ex-County Clerk John Tyler Cooper and 
the finance committee of the board of coun- 
ty commissioners was not held yesterday 
morning as was expected by many. 

The piobable cause of the delay in mak- 
ing a proposition to settle the amount 
short was due to the absence from the 
city of County Attorney Rosser, who was 
also to be present at the conference. 

Attorney Rosser is out of the city and 
will not return until tomorrow. If the at- 
torneys of Mr. Cooper so desire, the finance 
committee will doubtless hold a special 
meeting for the purpose of making a final 
adjustment of the matter and this may 
be done within the next few days. 

Mr. Cooper will not accept the report of 
the finarce committee in its entirety, as he 
has already pointed out several items to 
Mr. Kontz, which he says are incorrect, 
and claims that several entries of money 
received and charged to him were never 
made during his term of office. 

The present indications point ta the mak- 
ing of another investigation of the books 
of the county, which will be conducted by 
the attorneys of Mr. Cooper. If this state- 
ment is prepared the two will then be com- 
pared, and an adjustment will probably 
follow in short order. 


A SECOND RECEIVER ASKED FOR 


Blount Stave and Machine Works 
Again in the Courts. 


A second application for receiver has 
been filed in the superior court by two of 
the stockholders of the Blount Stave and 
Machine Company, charging that Presi- 
dent A. C. Conn, the permanent receiver, 
and J. N. Moore and others are trying to 
wreck the business of the company. 

The petitioners, R. O. Randall and Carry 
Turrentine, who claim to hold together 
seventy-five shares of the stock of the 
company, charge that President A. C. 
Conn, who is now the permanent receiver 
of the company, is trying to conduct mat- 
ters in such a manner as to wreck the 
assets and business of the corporation and 
ruin its credit. 

The applicants claim that the gentlemen 
who are the officers of the company have 
extended a credit to the firm of Blodgett 
& Moore to an amount almost double their 
rating, also alleging that President Conn 
executed a mortgage to himself to secure 
an alleged claim of $8,176.46 against the 
company without the knowledge of the 
stockholders. 

In the petition it is alleged that the At- 
lanta Cooperage Company, to whom a 
deed was made by President Conn for a 
consideration ot $22,500, was never organized 
and that the transaction was fraudulent. 

Many other charges of a sensational na- 
ture are made in the bill and the petition- 
ers state that they are in danger of losing 
the value of their stock. 

Judge Lumpkin granted a temporary re- 
straining order yesterday morning and the 
case will be heard on May 23d, in chambers. 
In the meantime the parties are enjoined 
from changing the status of the business 
of the corporation or in any way encum- 
bering or disposing of the assets. :

FOULLY KILLED? 


Several Facts Which Show That He 
Is Not a Suicide. 


WASWELL KNOWN IN ATLANTA 


Was Traveling for a Drug Firm in 
This City. 


HIS FIANCEE KNOWS OF HIS FATE 


He Was Engaged to a Young Lady in 
This City and His Wedding Day 
Had Been Fixed. 


Was Herbert D. Williams murdered? 

A special to The Constitution from Little 
Rock Wednesday morning told of the 
finding of the body of a young man about 
five miles from the city. The body was 
floating down the river, and when ex- 
amined it was found that a bullet hole 
was in the head. 

It was supposed that he committed sui- 
cide.- Papers were found upon him which 
went to show that he was engaged by 
an Atlanta firm. No reason: could be as- 

‘ : 
signed for the act. Williams was located 
yesterday by a representative of The Con- 
stitution, and the strange story of his 
death lends color to the theory that he 
was foully dealt with. 

The young man is well known in this 
city. He came to Atlanta some years ago 
from Dalton, where his family still lves, 
and where he was highly thought of, for 
his genial manners and unselfish disposi- 
tion made many friends. For the past 
several years he has been employed by 
Dr. Mozely, the lemon elixir man, on 
Peters street, and he was traveling in 
the capacity of a representative for that 
firm: on the trip to Arkansas. 7 

He is a brother-in-law of Mr. C. D. Wil- 
lingham, well Known as the stenographer 
for the Blue Ridge circuit, and the news 
of his tragic fate brought deep sorrow to 
the family. Only a few days before a 
letter had been received from him stating 
that he would return home soon, and was 
looking forward to seeing all again with 
great pleasure. 

Was To Be Married. 

But there was another, not a sister, to 
whom the news of his untimely fate came 
with greater grief. He was engaged to 
be married to a young lady in this city. 
The marriage had been set for October. 
Williams was happy in the anticipation 
of the coming event. Seven weeks ago he 
left Atlanta, and on the night previous to 
his departure called upon his prospective 
bride. 

“T wish the day to come quick,”’ he said, 
“when I can call you my own.’ 

Last week the young lady received a 
letter from him written in the merriest 
mood, and in it was no indication of the 
fact that he contemplated suicide. The 
news of his death was a horrible shock to 
her. Since hearing that the body of 
Herbert Williams was found floating down 
the Arkansas river, she has been prostrate 
with grief. It was only a few months 
ago since her father died. 

Was Straight with the Firm. 

Williams «was straight in his accounts 
with the firm for which he traveled. He 
was steady in his habits, and looked upon 
as a thoroughly reliable man. A letter 
was received from him dated April 28th, 
giving full reports of his work, and stating 
exactly the business outlook. 

Since the announcement of his death, 
members of the family have been in con- 
stant correspondence with the authorities 
in Little Rock, and, from all facts gained, 
they have arrived at the conclusion that 
he was foully. dealt with. They have 
learned that no inquest was held. Wil- 
liams was found about ten miles below 
Littles Rock, at Wells’s crossing, by a 
farmer. His body had apparently been in 
the water for several days. A bullet hole 
was in the right side of his head. 

_ (Mr. W. H. Ramsey, of Little Rock, who 
is a friend of the family, is investigating 
the strange case. 

“I cannot believe that Herbert committed 
suicide,” said Mr. Willingham yesterday, 
“I have known him since he was a boy, 
and he had no reason for committing the 
rash act. Looking at it in an impartial 
light, why should a man cast himself. into 
the river and shoot himself at the same 
time? Herbert was happy. He had every 
reason to live. I believe that he was mur- 
dered, and when the full facts are known 
it will develop that he was foully dealt 
with. I have ordered the case to be fully 
investigated. There is some mystery 
about it.’’

/PATRIOTIC MR. DAY 


A Civic Insignia for Atlanta Seems To 
Be His Fad, 


HIS A UNIQUE COLOR SCHEME 


The Sanitary Committee Considers the 
City Flag, but the Aldermanic 
Board Wants More Light.

The aesthetic taste of Councilman Thom- 
as Day will receive a sore shock when 
council again assembles, and a fond hope 
which he has been sacredly treasuring dur- 
ing the past fortnight may be dashed to 
earth. 

In his patriotic zeal, Councilman Day in- 
troduced an ordinance before the general 
municipal assembly “several weeks ago. 
As carefully recorded upon the big ledger 
of Clerk Phillips the ordinance read in 
toto: 

“By Councilman Day, an ordinance es- 
tablishing the flags and colors of the city 
of Atlanta. 

‘Whereas, the city of Atlanta has no 
authorized flag or ensign, and whereas, it 
is fitting that such should be established 
in accordance with the ancient custom of 
independent municipalities, therefore be 
it resolved by the mayor and general coun- 
cil of the city of Atlanta that the follow- 
ing shall be the forms, devices and cal- 
ors of the civic flag, ensign and pennant 
of the city of Atlanta: 

“That the colors in the several 
shail be vellow and blue, of the hues or 
tints expressed upon the pattern, and the 
exact copy of which is hereby. directed to 
be placed on file in the office of the clerk 
of the council and displayed in the city 
hall marked: ‘Approved colors of the city 
flazs of Atlanta.’ ”’ 

Councilman Day is one of the most 
triotic members of the municipal assembly. 
This ordinance was the outspoken token of 
that higher valor which is indicative of 
statesmanship, and exemplifies inspiring in- 
stincts. Since his election, Councilman 
Day had long regretted the sad neglect 
which caused Atlanta to be without a 
flag. In his broad knowledge of effects the 
councilman had divined that nothing would 
be more ennobling to the boys and girls 
of Atlanta than some symbol of her prog- 
ress, some material emblem of her won- 
derful prosperity, some flaming insignia to 
which the people of Atlanta could point 
with pride and proclaim lasting allegiance 
to its colors. 

Just what colors these should be the aes- 
thetic councilman could not at first de- 
cide. 

It was one day in early spring when the 
silhouette of the doughty wardsman fell 
athwart the desk of Clerk of Council Phil- 
lips, and that official pushing his pen be- 
hind one ear asked what service could be 
rendered. . 
Councilman Day spoke in a voice full of 
serious contemplation and weighty deliber- 
ation: 

“Phillips,” he said, ‘‘I have an idea.”’ 
“Ah,”’ said the clerk, bending nearer with 
a look of wistful surprise. 
“Yes, sir: 1 have an idea. 
no flag. Atlanta has no colors. 
some day the members of council 
be called out in a body, as it often occurs; 
suppose there should be a public parade in 
which Atlanta ought to be represented, 
would it net be well for some emblematic 
colors to be displayed; would it not be 
meet and proper for us to fly our flag?” 

‘In tfuth that is an idea-+an idea most 
meet aad proper,’ replied the clerk, 

“Then,” continued the councilman, “why 
not write to some of the larger cities and 
find their flags and devices. This must be 
done at once.”’

Clerk Phillips issued a letter to many 
cities. Immediate replies Were received. 
For the most part the larger cities did not 
have flags, but some samples were sent, 
and these were presented to Councilman 
Day. 

The councilman 
with a collection of colors 
dazzle an artist. He spread 
him all cardinal colors and as many shades 
and mixtures as could be gathered. Coun- 
cilman Day first thought of red, but this 
was too flaring, and he decided to select 
something more austere. He had the 
ors arranged in their prismatic form, red, 
orange, yellow, green, blue, indigo, —wo- 
let. The councilman skipped orange, as 
it Was not positive enough. It was yellow 
he decided upon, signifying the fading of 
all things bad in the-city politic. Council- 
man Day is not a decadent, and his selec- 
tion of this hue had no reference to de- 
generacy in any form. te wished another 
color and fixed upon blue, signifying hone 
—the blue of the skies. 

In accordance with this his ordinance 
was framed and duly presented to council. 
Here it was read once and referred to the 
ordinance committee. Considering it in all 
its lights the committee reported favorably 
and returned it to council. 

it was read the second time and referred 
to the sanitary committee. Councilman 
Day lifted his eyebrows in mild surprise. 
Iie could not understand what conneS&ion 
ditches ani dirt eould have with the 
glorious colors of the c‘ty of Atianta. But 
Mayor Pro Tem. Hirsch was wanting in 
sentiment and ordered the matter to be 
eonsidered by the sanitary committee, 

At the last session of council Chairman 
Thomas, together with other matters of 
Sanitation, reported on the coler question. 
It was acted upon favorably .by council 
and sent up to the aldermanic board, In 
the meaintime it had chanced to fall into 
the hands of the mayor and he wrote jis 
approval thereon. Yesterday it came up to 
ye considered by the aldermanic board. 

The ftag was discussed from an artistic 
standpoint. Some of the members of the 
board did not like yellow. 

‘Make it green,’ said Mr. Colvin. 

‘“‘Black would be better,’’ put in Colonel 
Howell. 

Inasmuch as there were no colors with 
the ordinance, and inasmuch as there was 
no drawing of the flag, nor anything to 
show its device the aldermen decided to re- 
fer it back to council. This disapproval 
will be a serious shock to the patriotism 
of Councilman Day. It will necessitate 
another sharp Struggle for his colors.
